RICHMOND, Va.—(/P)—Robert E. 


Lee, the South's great leader before 
and after Appomattox, was honored 
throughout, .Dixie Saturday on his 
birth anniversary. 


His career as the chieftian of the 


South's men of battle- was told again 
but it was Lee, the educator and 
public servant, who was praised most 
roundly by speakers who extolled his 
decision to lend his resources to the 
upbuilding of the nation. 


His contribution to 
education as 


president of Washington College, an 
institution which after his death be- 
came Washington and Lee University, 
was told 
from 
lecture 
platforms 


throughout the South. 
At the uni- 


versity where the annual Founders 
Day assembly was held, Dr. Edwin 
Minis, head of the English department 
at Vanderbilt University, said "it is 
well to remember that Lee projected 
this institution at a time of far great- 
er depression and that he projected 
it upon lines which have become in- 
creasingly important with the pass- 
ing of the years." 


He told of the human qualities of 


the man who still held his chin up 
after the surrender at Appomattox 
and who told the students of the uni- 
versity he later headed as president to 
hold no animosity toward the victors 
but to unite in rebuilding the South- 
land.
